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On  September  6,  1944,  the  greatest  of  all  honors  was  bestowed  upon  Ellsworth  Memorial  High 
School  —  our  class  entered  its  first  year  at  the  school.  The  seniors  made  us  feel  right  at  home  the 
first  week,  as  they  let  some  of  the  boys  walk  around  the  building  with  their  pant  legs  rolled  above  their 
knees  so  they  would  be  comfortable.  The  seniors  also  helped  us  discover  the  fact  that  we  had  a 
number  of  talented  singers  in  our  class  and  even  supplied  chairs  in  the  cafeteria  upon  which  the  girls 
might  stand  for  an  audition  before  the  rest  of  the  school.  The  Sophomore  Class  gave  a  party  in  our 
honor  which  helped  us  to  become  better  acquainted  with  our  new  environment.  When  we  elected 
our  class  officers,  we  chose  the  following:  William  Kennedy,  President;  Lawrence  Muska,  Vice 
President;  Margaret  Reichle,  Secretary;  and  Joseph  Zanetti,  Treasurer. 

After  a  luxurious  summer  vacation  on  tobacco  road,  we  returned  to  Ellsworth  as  sophomores. 
We  found  that  this  year  our  class  officers  were  Edward  Muska,  President;  Joseph  Zanetti,  Vice 
President;  Ann  Moulton,  Secretary ;  and  John  Lawton,  Treasurer.  Our  one  big  social  of  the  year 
was  the  Sophomore-Freshman  Party,  which  we  gave  for  the  new  Freshman  Class  to  make  them  feel 
at  home. 

Then  after  a  short  summer  of  work,  play,  and  loafing,  we  reentered  school  as  sun-tanned  juniors 
This  year  our  class  officers  were  President,  William  Kennedy;  Vice  President,  Richard  Cooper; 
Secretary,  Marie  Cavanaugh;  Treasurer,  Harriet  Mohn.  This  year  our  class  ventured  to  do  some¬ 
thing  quite  different  from  what  had  been  done  in  past  years;  thus  on  December  7,  we  gave  the  Junior 
Fair.  I  know  the  audience  has  not  forgotten  the  great  performances  given  by  Adolph  Grimm  as  the 
animal  trainer;  Henry  Pasqualini  as  Doctor  Quack;  Leonard  Muska  as  the  trained  seal;  John 
Broughal  as  Superman,  and  the  other  participants  in  the  side-shows.  Of  course  one  thing  that 
will  remain  on  our  memory  is  how  Raymond  Frink  and  Leonard  Muska  as  the  two  parts  of  a  horse 
couldn’t  make  ends  meet.  (I  don’t  think  this  was  due  to  high  prices  either.)  Due  to  the  singing 
abilities  of  Joseph  Zanetti,  Leslie  Parent,  Nancy  Grotta,  Dorothy  Allen,  Margaret  Reichle,  Lena 
Watkins,  and  Edward  Muska  the  minstrel  was  a  great  success.  Oh!  yes,  a  great  deal  of  the  credit 
must  also  be  given  to  Edward’s  dancing  doll. 

In  our  junior  year  we  had  the  privilege  of  sponsoring  the  Junior  Prom,  the  best  the  school  has  ever 
witnessed,  in  our  opinion.  While  preparing  for  the  Prom,  boys  and  girls  could  be  seen  sitting  on 
the  stage  cutting  out  —  no,  not  paper  dolls  —  paper  birds  and  tropical  fruits.  As  you  have  probably 
already  guessed,  the  theme  of  the  Prom  was  definitely  tropical.  This  year  the  orchestra  was  so  ex¬ 
pensive  it  had  to  be  put  on  the  stage  so  there  would  be  no  danger  of  damaging  it.  Due  to  the  un¬ 
tiring  efforts  of  Doris  Hack,  Edward  Griswold,  Patricia  Shea,  Joseph  Zanetti,  and  their  committees 
the  Prom  was  a  success  both  socially  and  financially.  The  untiring  efforts  of  these  people  also  in¬ 
cluded  the  hard  work  which  was  done  in  trying  to  get  out  of  classes  to  do  some  decorating. 

Marie  Cavanaugh,  Doris  Pelton,  and  Sherrill  Collins  added  a  bit  of  grandeur  to  our  senior  friends’ 
Graduation  by  being  marshals.  Marilyn  Pascoe,  Harriet  Mohn,  Arlene  Lackouskas,  Ann  Moulton, 
Nan  Stoughton,  and  Betty  Juttner  honored  the  Senior  Class  by  ushering  at  their  Class  Night  and 
Graduation.  As  the  year  slowly  came  to  an  end,  it  was  William  Kennedy’s  duty  as  president  to 
accept,  in  the  behalf  of  the  school,  the  state  flag,  which  the  Senior  Class  left  the  school. 

Then  soon  came  the  day  we  had  all  waited  and  longed  for,  the  day  we  took  possession  of  the  front 
stairs.  The  entire  school  assembled  on  the  front  lawn  for  the  glorious  occasion.  William  Kennedy 
was  escorted  to  the  front  steps,  where  he  accepted  the  charter  and  assured  the  Senior  Class  that  we 
would  take  every  precaution  to  guard  the  ancient  tradition  concerning  the  steps.  Being  entirely 
exhausted  from  the  hard  work  of  our  junior  year  we  —  with  the  permission  of  the  Board  of  Education 
—  took  a  vacation  during  the  summer  months. 

Had  it  happened?  Was  the  magnificent  day  finally  here?  Yes,  the  first  day  of  the  year  that  was 
to  make  history  had  arrived.  That  was  of  course  the  day  we  entered  Ellsworth  as  seniors.  Al¬ 
though  this  was  the  most  significant  and  glorious  day  of  all,  the  members  of  the  lower  classes  eyed  us 
somewhat  dolefully,  for  they  knew  that  we  would  be  with  them  but  a  short  time.  After  careful  medi¬ 
tation  we  elected  the  following  to  office:  William  Kennedy,  President;  Joseph  Zanetti,  Vice  Presi¬ 
dent,  Harriet  Mohn,  Secretary;  Ann  Moulton,  Treasurer.  Now  that  we  were  full  fledged  seniors 
we  had  the  right  to  use  the  front  steps.  Some  of  the  seniors  were  so  enthusiastic  about  keeping  the 
steps  clean  that  a  couple  of  the  boys  in  our  class  stood  outside  the  front  door  and  sprayed  everyone 
who  came  out  of  the  door  with  a  water  pistol  so  they  would  not  soil  the  steps. 

Many  of  the  clubs  and  similar  organizations  have  greatly  profited  by  the  fact  that  the  members  of 
our  class  have  been  active  participants.  The  orchestra  is  an  example  of  the  talent  our  class  possessed, 
as  seniors  such  as  John  Lawton,  Sherrill  Collins,  Raymond  Fiink,  Malcolm  Macdonald,  and  Henry 
Pasqualini  have  unselfishly  and  loyally  contributed  their  talents  to  this  musical  organization  for 
four  years. 

The  Dramatic  Club  is  to  be  given  a  great  deal  of  credit  for  the  new  and  different  production  it 
presented  this  year  which  was  a  serious  and  dramatic  play  entitled  “Our  Town”. Most  of  the  lead¬ 
ing  parts  were  played  by  seniors,  including  Marilyn  Pascoe,  Doris  Pelton,  Nan  Stoughton,  Sherrill 
Collins  and  Adolph  Grimm.  These  five  people  also  played  in  the  production  “What  a  Life”  during 
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their  junior  year.  The  three  girls  got  their  start  in  their  sophomore  year  by  taking  parts  in  the  play 
“The  Fighting  Littles,”  which  also  featured  Ann  Moulton,  Loretta  La  Brie,  and  Betty  Juttner. 
Sherrill  and  Adolph  did  not  come  into  prominence  until  a  short  time  later  when  they,  together  with 
Lena  Watkins,  took  part  in  a  series  of  one-act  plays. 

During  our  sophomore  year  the  Glee  Club  ventured  to  do  something  different,  so,  under  the  guid¬ 
ance  of  Miss  Mende,  the  club  presented  the  operetta  “Send  for  Aphias,”  in  which  Sherrill  Collins 
Doris  Pelton,  Marie  Cavanaugh,  and  Margaret  Reichle  had  parts.  Then  last  year  the  combined 
Boys’  and  Girls’  Glee  Club  presented  “Pinafore,”  in  which  Sherrill  Collins  held  a  leading  part. 

Another  organization  which  is  still  in  the  process  of  growing  is  the  journalism  group.  Seniors  who 
have  lent  a  helping  hand  to  this  organization  are  Harriet  Mohn,  Leslie  Parent,  Dorothy  Allen, 
Barbara  Blaney,  June  Dewey,  Rita  Karvelis,  Lorraine  White,  and  Rhoda  Bragg. 

Our  class  certainly  upheld  the  reputation  of  Ellsworth  as  far  as  athletics  were  concerned,  for  it 
was  out  of  our  class  that  such  all-round  athletes  as  Leonard  Muska,  Lawrence  Muska,  Joseph  Zan- 
etti,  Albin  Zagorski,  Albert  Dumez,  George  MacKinnon,  Edward  Muska,  Philip  Melnik,  Emil 
Sieber,  Edward  Griswold,  John  Lawton,  George  Lorenc,  and  Richard  Cooper  came.  These 
athletes  participated  in  basketball,  soccer,  baseball,  and  track  which  all  had  a  successful  season. 

The  girls  were  also  interested  in  sports,  and  those  who  became  prominent  in  this  field  were  Doris 
Hack,  who  is  known  for  her  famous  hook  shot,  Albina  Covensky,  and  Harriet  Mohn.  Another  group 
worthy  of  mention  and  praise  is  the  cheerleaders  — -  Harriet  Mohn,  Patrica  Shea,  Leslie  Parent, 
and  Dorothy  Allen  —  who  have  cheered  the  teams  on  to  success. 

Our  fourth  year  started  out  in  a  very  promising  fashion  financially,  for  we  entered  this  year  with  a 
large  treasury  of  $400.  However,  our  goal  was  the  largest  possible  treasury.  The  new  addition  to 
the  Senior-Get-Together  this  year  was  a  play  entitled,  “Who  Gets  the  Car  Tonight?”  Those  who 
took  parts  were  Marilyn  Pascoe,  Sherrill  Collins,  Marie  Cavanaugh,  Adolph  Grimm,  and  Henry 
Pasqualini.  The  Get-Together  was  a  great  social  success. 

Again  our  class  undertook  something  that  had  never  been  done  before  at  Ellsworth,  but  I  am  quite 
sure  you  all  know  what  that  was.  Yes,  it  was  the  task  of  selling  magazines  to  raise  funds  for  the  Wash¬ 
ington  trip.  The  magazine  selling  campaign  was  to  last  ten  days.  There  was  competition  between 
the  two  homerooms,  in  which  case  the  losing  homeroom  would  give  a  party  for  the  winning  one. 
If  $1,500  worth  of  magazines  were  sold,  the  boy  or  girl  who  sold  the  most  subscriptions  would  receive 
a  wrist  watch.  Lawrence  Muska  was  the  winning  salesman  with  a  total  of  $206  worth  of  subscrip¬ 
tions.  If  Lawrence  missed  any  of  you  people,  which  I  doubt,  just  leave  your  name  and  I  am  sure 
he  will  be  only  too  glad  to  take  care  of  it.  We  sold  over  $1,500  worth  of  subscriptions  and  made  a 
profit  of  $544.  Incidentally  we  had  the  party  with  room  26  playing  host  to  24.  Naturally  Lawrence 
Muska  was  in  24. 

Still  in  the  need  of  more  money  we  took  upon  ourselves  the  task  of  selling  Christmas  cards,  which 
netted  us  a  nice  sum  of  $280,  and  don’t  forget  the  coke  and  fudge,  which  was  made,  for  the  most  part 
by  the  mothers,  and  was  sold  at  the  play.  On  this  we  realized  approximately  $50. 

Upholding  our  reputation  for  always  trying  new  things,  we  sponsored  the  popular  Senior  Dance,  a 
combination  of  modern  and  square  dancing  with  music  by  the  Jolly  Jesters.  The  committee  con¬ 
sisted  of  General  Chairman  Joseph  Zanetti,  and  assistants  Patrica  Shea  and  Philip  Melnik;  Adolph 
Grimm,  advertising;  Mildred  Warbec  and  Henry  Pasqualini,  tickets;  and  William  Young,  coke. 
This  dance  brought  us  a  profit  of  exactly  $39.37. 

Soon  you  will  see  our  yearbook,  and  naturally  we  think  it  is  the  best  that  has  ever  been  published. 
Those  who  suffered  with  headaches  trying  to  get  everything  done  on  time  were  Editor-in-chief, 
Marilyn  Pascoe ;  assistant  editor,  Sherrill  Collins  (if  Sherrill’s  eyes  are  a  little  strained,  it’s  due  to  the 
fact  that  he  did  the  proof-reading.)  Art  editors  were  Doris  Pelton,  Ann  Moulton,  Daniel  Kobly- 
lanski.  Business  managers,  who  exhausted  the  state’s  gasoline  supply  chasing  after  advertisements, 
were  Loretta  La  Brie  and  Henry  Pasqualini.  The  salesmen  and  subscription  managers  were  Leslie 
Parent  and  Edward  Muska.  Lorraine  White  wras  the  official  typist,  and  she  did  a  very  nice  job  too. 

Here,  on  this  night  of  June  4,  1948,  this  document  brings  to  a  close  the  fabulous  deeds  accomplished 
during  our  four  years  here  at  Ellsworth.  We  want  you  to  know  that  it  is  hard  for  us  to  leave  you, 
but  we  hope  you  all  can  stand  the  strain  of  our  departure.  Although  you  may  not  see  some  of  us 
again,  those  who  in  the  future  will  be  studying  United  States  History  will  probably  encounter  some 
of  the  names  that  have  been  mentioned  here  tonight.  Of  course,  you  may  go  and  see  this  document 
when  it  is  placed  on  the  Freedom  Train,  or  in  the  Congressional  Library,  or  perhaps  among  the  other 
rare  documents  in  the  Smithsonian  Institute. 
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We  the  members  of  the  Class  of  1948  of  Ellsworth  Memorial  High  School,  East 
Windsor  Hill,  Hartford  County,  State  of  Connecticut,  United  States  of  America, 
Continent  of  North  America,  Western  Hemisphere,  the  Earth,  the  Solar  System,  the 
universe,  being  in  full  possession  of  our  faculties  leave  this  last  will  and  testament.
